'Good Progress' Made

MOSCOW (AP) — The White House sig­ 
naled “ good progress” Monday night in sum­ 
mit talks aimed at curbing underground 
nuclear weapons tests. 
Presidential Press Secretary Ronald L, 
Ziegler passed this word to reporters shortly 
after President Nixon returned from the 
Crimea with a stopover in Minsk. 
Ziegler said the progress on underground 
testing emerged from a five-hour session bet­ 
ween Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and 
Soviet 
Foreign 
Minister 
Andrei 
Gromyko. 
The White House spokesman cautioned that 
more work remained to be done in negotiating 
some limit on underground testing, but his 
optimism was unmistakable. 
On June 14, Soviet party chief Leonid I. 


Brezhnev said: “We are ready, right now, to 
reach agreement with the United States on 
the limitation of underground nuclear tests up 
to their full termination according to a coor­ 
dinated tim et able.” 


Ziegler 
would 
say 
nothing 
about 
wider-ranging arms control negotiations, 
including attempts to limit multi-warhead 
missiles, except to say that “there are still 
discussions that will take place.” 
On Sunday the White House had indicated 
that arm s limitation talks were stalemated. 


Nixon and Kissinger met at the Kremlin 
late Monday night to discuss the state 
secretary's long talks during the day with 
Gromyko and other officials,

Liner Regains

The cruise 
liner Cunard 
Ambassador

crew lost all power Monday

Editorials 
It's No Cure 
Area school districts are elated 
over the unexpected windfall from 
the state in the form of increased 
subsidies. 
But this windfall is no cure-all for 
the problems of inflation that affect 
each district. 
The state has increased its subsidy 
for each student from $664 to $750. 
In view of this, Owen J. Roberts 
will revamp its budget and eliminate 
a tax increase. In fact, a drop in the 
rate from last year is expected. 
Pottstown will salt the extra 
money away, and let it earn an 
extra $8.000 in interest to be used in 
next year's budget. 
This means that next year, 
stown will have $89.000 plus next 
year's allocation of $81,000 which 
certainly should ease the local tax 
burden. 
Regardless of how the money is 
used, school directors must bear in 
mind that inflation is expected to 
continue. Prices won't be coming 
down. 
And, the taxpayer should remem­ 
ber the state's "generosity” finally 
comes from the taxpayer anyway. 
The increased subidy must be sub-

sidized. And state taxpayers will do 
the subsidizing, 
Maybe the bite won’t be as harsh 
as it would be if the taxation was 
done locally. But the piper must be 
pa id one way or another. 
On paper, the windfall sounds 
great. 
It would be greater still if in the 
long run it required no state tax 
increase. 
But it would be unrealistic to 
believe that this extra subsidy will 
come about without any tax penalty 
to the taxpayer. 
Four years ago, when Gov. Milton 
Shapp was running for the governor­ 
ship, he advocated a state income 
t a x. D e s p i t e this bitter 
medicine—people elected him. 
But over the years they seemed to 
forget that Gov. Shapp said that a 
state income tax would be met with 
a decrease in the 6 per cent sales 
tax. 
This was an election promise. 
Well, we got the income tax all 
right. But we still have the 6 percent 
sales tax. 
This alone makes you wonder 
what tax will come next to under­ 
write the increased school subsidies.

It seems as if at least two 
youngsters in even- classroom returned to school 
in September with parts of their fingers burned or 
missing. 
Playing chicken during the fireworks period 
meant holding a firecracker until the last second 
before flinging it. The system was never 100 per 
cent perfect — which led to a lot of imperfect han­ 
ds. 
Such things as putting cherry bombs under cans 
also was a stupid adventure.

They ask us to help them cut through the red tape of 
the welfare system. 
As often as I’ve tried. I've never understood what 
happens in that bureaucracy when I relay a letter or a 
phone complaint. One nervous wreck of a man phoned 
me for two weeks, because he couldn’t get his welfare 
tranquilizer pills. After wrestling with the system, I 
needed tranquilizers more than he did. 
But recently I obtained a copy of a Cook County 
(Chicago) Welfare Department Bulletin 74 13 
WHAT TO DO 
This bulletin tells the welfare workers what to do 
when the news media tries to cut through red tape. 
And after reading Bulletin 74.13, I still don’t know 
House Approves 
Bank Extension 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Overriding opponents of sub­ 
sidized U.S. loans for Sonet 
and other world trade, the 
House on Monday passed a 
30-day extension for the 
legally expired Export-Im- 
port Bank. 
'The temporary extension 
for the bank, whose legal 
authority ran out at mid­ 
night Sunday, was passed 
238 to 115 — two votes more 
than the two-thirds needed 
— and sent to President 
Nixon. 
Opponents contended the 
bank subsidizes outflow' of 
U.S. money and know-how to 
the Soviet Union at 6 per cent 
interest. They said it gives 
some foreign companies, 
particularly 
airlines, an 
unfair advantage over U S 
companies. 
But Rep. 
Thomas L. 
Ashley, D-Ohio, told the 
House the 30-day extension 
Hwon’t affect the USSR one 
iota,” because the bank has 
promised to make no Soviet 
loans during the interim. 
Ashley said the extension 
would, however, affect U.S. 
companies “and most cer­ 
tainly hundreds of thousands 
of workers” whose goods are 
exported under the bank's 
loans, 
House Banking Chairman 
Wright Patman. D-Tex.,

— A district court judge 
barred newsmen and spec­ 
tators from the courtroom 
Monday as jury selection 
opened in the trial of Elmer 
Wayne Henley, one of two 
youths charged in the 
Houston mass murders. 
Henley’s 
mother 
and 
brother also were haired 
from the courtroom 
Judge Preston. Dial, trying 
the case here on a change of 
venue from Houston, refused 
to cite any precedents for his 
decision to have a secret 
jury selection. 
When newsmen reminded 
him of First Amendment 
rights to a public trial, Dial 
stated: “Be that as it may. 
that’s the way I am going to 
doit.” 
Henley, 18. is charged with 
six of the 27 sex-torture 
slayings that came to light 
last year in Houston. 
The judge, 
w'ho also 
barred Henley's mother, 
Mary, 35, and brother. Paul. 
17. told newsmen: "It’s just 
a good way to do it, I am 
going to be real tough on you 
all (reporters). I am not 
going to take a chance with 
the jury panel.” 
Five hundred potential 
jurors 
were called for 
questioning and. 205 showed 
up early Monday. In announ­ 
cing his decision, the judge 
said the dozen reporters 
attending the trial would 
crowd the courtroom. 
Dial said he would inform 
newsmen of the proceedings. 
After jury selection began a 
court attendant read to 
newsmen handwritten notes 
from the judge about the 
proceedings. The notes men­ 
tioned that four potent;?!

If shoppers soon begin to 
find more mushrooms on 
supermarket shelves, the 
efforts of a Pottstown 
businessman may be the 
reason. 
J o s e p h 
G ia n sa n te , 
president of Pottstown 
R efrigeration and Ven- 
t i I at ion Co., W a shi ngton 
St r e et 
a nd 
Je f fe rson 
Avenue, received a patent 
for an atmosphere control 
system for growing, com­ 
mercial mushrooms. 
And. while conventional 
growing techniques raise 
two to three mushroom 
crops per year, Giansante 
said his system has yielded a 
harvest in 40 days and 
predicted as many as seven 
crops could be gathered in. a 
year. 
Gi a n s a n t e 
b e g a n 
developing the system four 
years ago but said his 
in te re s t in mushroom 
growing goes back to Ms 
youth. 
“ My father owned a 
growing house and I helped 
with the business.” he said. 
“After World 'War 11 began 
in the air conditioning 
industry. Rut I never lost 
touch 
with m ushroom 
growing. I designed .and 
installed num. ero us ven- 


sy stem s for 
houses over the 
4 11 at ion 
mushroom, 
years.” 
DISCOURAGED 
In 1971, discouraged by the 
lack of advancement in stan­ 
dard air-conditioning equip­ 
ment used in. mushroom 
houses, Giansante began 
designing a “ complete 
at m o s p h e r i c control net­ 
work.” 
‘ ‘ G r o'w i n. g co mmerciat 
mushrooms is extremely dif­ 
ficult,'” he said... “The 
process takes place inside a 
mushroom house in which 
every facet of the environ­ 
ment must be monitored in 
order to produce the largest 
yield... 
E v e ry step of 
mushroom growth should 'be 
.scientifically controlled.” 
The result of his research 
is a system which controls 
the temperature, humidity,, 
and carbon dioxide levels in 
the growing rooms regar­ 
dless of outside weather con­ 
ditions. 
Giansante said each room 
in which mushrooms are 
grown, is equipped with 
specially designed air sup­ 
ply and return units to main­ 
tain the proper temperature 
and humidity,..

used which automatically. 
records the amount of car­ 
bon dioxide in each room. 
The carbon dioxide level is 
critical. Giansante said, 
because too much of the gas 
can injure the growing plant. 
If the carbon dioxide level is 
too great, the device adjusts 
by bringing filtered air in 
from the outside 
The system also employs a 
“heat recovery unit” which 
re-cycles the air generated 
by the air-conditioning units. 
Giansante said the recovery 
unit reduces energy output 
by one-third making the 
system more efficient and 
economical. 
Besides producing more 
crops per year, Giansante's 
system will enable delivery 
of “fresher” mushrooms to 
supermarkets, he said. This 
is because factories using 
his atmosphere controls can 
be located closer to the 
places which consume the 
most mushrooms. 
CLIMATES 
“In the past mushrooms 
could be grown only in cer­ 
tain. climates and during cer­ 
tain seasons. Weather con- 
ditons outside the mushroom 
houses would invariably 
.affect plant growth, inside. 
“But using my equipment 
perfect or near perfect con­ 
ditions may be maintained 
no matter how hot or how 
cold it is outside. Thus you. 
can have mushroom houses 
around any city and produce 
fresh mushrooms all year.” 
The atmosphere control 
system can be adapted to 
any type of mushroom, 
.growing facility, according 
to Giansante, who plans to 
design, and install equipment 
for companies who produce 
mushrooms,

Olley said, the changing 
pace of the supermarket 
bothered him. at first, but te' 
adapted and in time found it 
valuable to him .

Teens Smoke Despite Health Warnings 


The Cutting Edge 
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Cigarette smoking may be 
hazardous to your health" — 
but when you’re in your 
teens, your friends smoke 
and. lighting up makes you 
feel like part of the crowd, 
the many hazards of the 
habit often seem to te 
obscured. 
That’s the opinion of a 
number of area, youths, and 
of people who sell cigarettes 
in Pottstown. 
Although junior and senior 
high age youths are bombar­ 
ded with, dire predictions, of 
lung cancer and heart 
disease, smoking does not 
seen to be decreasing .and 
may even be increasing 
among the young, observers 
claim. 
And the habit, once 
something to be hidden by 
youths, now often is done 
openly. 
“They start smoking in a 


group,” 
said 
Evelyn 
Keyser, manager of Wawa 
Food Market, Schuylkill 
Road, North Coventry. 
“Kids much younger than 
18 come in. to buy cigaret­ 
tes,” she said, “but unless ! 
know they are buying them 
for their parents I refuse 
them. 
POLICY 
“It’s our policy to abide by 
state law and if they look 
under 18 they have to show 
their driver’s license,” Mrs. 
Keyser added. 
“ Young 
people are 
smoking more than ever,” 
comments Sharon Hatfield, 
a ssistant manager of 
7-Eleven Food Store, High 
and Highland streets. 
“If a kid doesn’t look 18 1 
usually won’t sell cigaret­ 
tes,” she said, “but if they 
say the cigarettes are for 
their parents what can WB 


do'?’ 
* ‘There isn’ t necessari ly 
an increase in the number of 
young people smoking now, ” 
said Walter Letnaunchyn, 
manager of Sunset Phar­ 
macy, 12 Moser Road. 
“ It’s just done more 
openly now. When I was in 
school kids had to go to the 
lavatory or behind the school 
but now kids don’t have to do 
that,” he explained. 
Letnaunchyn believes the 
stress and strain of today’s 
world is behind increased 
cigarette sales to adults and 
that the growing number of 
smoking parents is the 
greatest influence on young 
people to smoke. 
TENSION 
“Adults are smoking more 
because of the tension in 
their lives,” he noted. 
“When parents smoke they 
can’t very well say no to 


their children smoking.” 
Gary Shollenberger, 813 N. 
Adams 
St., 
a recent 
graduate of Pottstown High 
School, said many more high 
school students, especially 
girls, are smoking today but 
he doesn't believe they 
smoke to impress others. 
“A lot of people think kids 
my age smoke to be bad,” he 
explained, “but that’s not 
the way it is. 
“Smoking is expensive but 
I like to smoke,” the youth 
said. “It gives me something 
todo.” 
He has been smoking 
regularly for a year and 
while his parents don’t 
approve, they don’t inter­ 
fere, he added. 
He began smoking with a 
group of friends. 
DETERMINED 
Despite determined effor­ 
ts of some store owners to 


refuse cigarettes to youths 
under 18, any child can get a 
pack if he has the right 
change and can pull the 
lever of a vending machine. 
“If they want them they 
can get them,” Mrs. Keyser 
remarked. “There's no stop­ 
ping it.” 
The key to keeping young­ 
sters from starting smoking, 
she said, is keeping them 
occupied. 


“I keep an eye on my 
12-year old son and keep him 
occupied,” Mrs. Keyser 
stated. “If you do this the 
young people won’t get into 
the crowds where smoking, 
begins. 


“ Parents should have 
children invite their friends 
over, make them feel free to 
have guests. That will stop 
the problem before it 
begins,” she said. 


The Pennsylvania Story 


Adoption of Budget Establishes Precedent

HARRISBURG - With 
adoption of the 1974-75 state 
budget, we may have wit­ 
nessed the end of an era 
marked by state legislators 
marching in lockstep to the 
political 
drumming of a 
governor’s office. 
The fact is, the new' budget 
was prepared and adopted 
by the House and Senate 
without reliance upon the 
g o v ern o r's office — and 
without much of the squab­ 
bling that 
has brought 
discredit to the state in 
recent years. 
Actually, this legislative 
independence on financial 
matters is a new thing for 
Pennsylvania — and long 
overdue.. 
How did it happen? 


Who gets the credit? 
It was just five years ago 
that K enneth Lee, then 
m inority leader and now 
speaker of the House of 
R e p re se n ta tiv e s, publicly 
broke ranks generally and 
specifically with the then 
(fellow) Republican Shafer 
adm inistration. He led the 
entire House GOP caucus off 
the Shafer reservation on 
budget m atters, 
In 
s h o r t, 
Lee said : 
“ You’re out of your minds to 
escalate spending without 
money to pay the bills — 
and. in view of your promise 
not to have a graduated 
income tax. you’ll have todo 
without large sums of new? 
money, and get spending 
under control.” 
Well, Lee was treated like 


a young upstart who had told 
a risque' joke in Sunday 
School. He was fair game for 
the spenders, the public 
wasn’t ready for that, kind of 
legislative 
independence, 
and politicians then,as now, 
worship at the feet of "har­ 
mony at all costs”. 
Apparently, the fact that 
the “ Ken 
L ees” of the 
legislature (they have them 
in both parties) not only sur­ 
vived, but gr.ewr in num.ter, 
gave courage to the flock. 
Adding zest to the new mood 
was the taxpayer rebellion 
which sprang to life in 1971 
when the state income tax 
started coming out of a few 
million paychecks. 
Suddenly it became not 
only popular but an act of 
survival in the legislature 


for our elected solons to get 
off the taxing bandwagon of 
bureaurcracy. 
The result has been to give 
the o rd in ary taxpayer a 
b re a k 
— 
and 
tell the 
bureaucrats that the day of 
unlimited new money is 
coming to an end. Though 
much remains to be done by 
the 
le g isla tu r e 
in the 
sessions ahead, here’s what 
th e 
new' 
“ l eg i s l a t i v e 
independence” has meant in 
the past two sessions: 
1971 — When the gover­ 
nor’s first income tax was 
thrown out by the State 
Supreme Court, he needed 
v o t e s 
f r o m 
H o u se 
Republicans to get another 
tax. Ken Lee and his House 
Republican bloc required 
him to reduce the annual 


estim ated take by $100 
million. He complied 
1972— Democrat Assem­ 
blym an Kent Shelhamer 
(Columbia County) led a 
g r o u p 
of 
m o d e r a t e 
Democrats out of the Shapp 
ca v e 
and 
join ed with 
minority Republicans to 
whack $150 million from the 
Shapp budget. This money, 
intended for tax reduction,

NEW 
YORK - The 
m ost-travelled President 
w e’ve ever had (150.000 
m iles logged on foreign 
trips) sensibly ruled that 
Yalta is off limits for him. 
The Soviets spent a lot of 
money prettying it up for a 
Presidential visit during the 
Moscow summit, apparently 
never giving a thought to 
what an insult it would be for 
an American President to 
loll about in a resort city 
whose nam e will forever be 
a symbol of callous betrayal. 
A sick F. D. R. and overly 
cocksure Winston Churchill 
abysmally yielded to Josef 
Stalin at Yalta in February, 
1945. The Western yokels 
went along with the ruthless 
despot's plans to pull the rug 
of freed o m from under 
Poland, bring China’s hun­ 
dreds of millions under Com­ 
munist control and carve 
Easter Europe with a ham­ 
mer and a sickle. 
Curiously enough, Yalta 
was chosen by Roosevelt, 
not Stalin, as the best place 
for "The Three” to meet. He 
assumed Stalin would reject 
an invitation to hold their 
session somewhere in the 
mediterranean. He informed 
Churchill that as soon as 
p r a c t i c a l , 
a f t e r 
the 
inauguration of his fourth 
term in the White House, he 
would go by ship to Malta 
and thence by air to the 
Crimea. The Germans had 
departed only 10 months 
before. 


In contrast to the sombre 
decisions they would later 
make, Roosevelt and Chur­ 


chill were quite jaunty as the 
summit approached. 
On Jan. 1, 1945. Churchill 
cabled Roosevelt : 
"We shall be delighted if 
you will come to Malta. I 
shall be waiting on the quay. 
You will also see the inscrip­ 
tion of your noble message to 
Malta 
of 
a 
year ago. 
Everything can be arranged 
to your convenience. No 
more let us falter! From 
Malta to Yalta! Let nobody 
alter!” Roosevelt replied the 
following day: “ We plan to 
arrive by ship at Malta early 
forenoon February 2 and 
hope to proceed at once by 
plane without faltering. It 
will be grand to meet you on 
the quay.” 
He w as pleased with his 
phrasem aking friend's code 
name for the conference: 
Argonaut. 
“You and I are direct 
descendants of Argonauts,” 
F. D. R.'s cable concluded. 
The reference was to the 
band of heroic warriors who 
sailed with Jason in search 
of the Golden Fleece. But as 
history was to prove, the 
only relationship was that 
both Roosevelt and Churchill 
got fleeced. 


Dr. George E. Mueller is 
p r o b a b l y 
t he w-orld's 
foremost adm inistrator of 
l a r g e 
s c i e n t i f i c 
a n d 
technical program s. But he 
remains m ore obscure to the 
general public than the bat- 
boy of 
the 
New York 
Yankees. 
The self-effacing owl-eyed 
genius taught electrical 
engineering at Ohio State 
University for 10 years after 


winning 
his 
doctor of 
philosophy degree in physics 
at that school. Then he 
m oved 
on 
to the Bell 
Laboratories Research Cen­ 
ter, then to the post of rice 
president of research and 
development at the Space 
Technology Laboratories. 


All he did there was handle 
the technical operations and 
design, development and 
testing in the Atlas. Titan. 
Minuteman, Thor, Pioneers 
I and V and Explorer VI 
programs, and set up the 
tracking network for deep 
space probes. 


He went on to become 
deputy adm inistrator of 
NASA and directed the man­ 
ned space flight program 
from Gemini through the 
second moon landing in the 
Apollo program. A t the peak 
of the latter program, 
Mueller was in overall 
charge 
of moonlanding 
expeditions involving 20.000 
c o m p a n i e s 
e m p loyi ng 
350.000 persons. 


The Apollo program, in the 
w'ords of Arthur FX Kelly in 
Aerospace Daily, earlier this 
year, was “an inspirational 
organization respected not 
only by everyone in the U. S. 
buy by everyone in the’ 
world 
They were given 
the finest brainpower and 
t a l e n t 
a v a i l a b l e , 
a 
time-table and the necessary 
funds to do the job. .And the 
job they did w-as as close to 
perfect as any scientific, 
engineering and exploratory 
challenge in the history- of 
mankind.” 


National Geographic 
Car Travel 
Called for 


WASHINGTON - A. L. 
Westgard. the Daniel Boone 
of the Gasoline Age, worked 
hard to earn his title. 
In the pioneer days of 
motoring, he crossed the 
United States 18 times, 
wearing out 18 cars in the 
arduous process. Unlike his 
namesake, he confessed to 
being lost for as long as 
three days at a time. 
T he 
o r i g i n a l 
Boone 
claimed never to have been 
lost, but allowed that he was 
“bewildered once for three 
days. 
Early automobile drivers 
were in a constant state of 
bewilderment once they ven­ 
tured outside the city limits. 
Road maps then were as 
primitive as the horseless 
carriage. The first map 
prepared specifically for 
A m e r i c a n 
m o t o r i sts 
appeared in a Chicago 
newspaper in 1895. It was 
sketchy outline of the róute 
of an automobile race bet- 
w e e n 
C h i c a g o 
and 
Waukegan, 111. 
A few years later the first 
automobile guidebooks were 
published. Most of them 
featured small maps sup­ 
p lem en ted 
by 
detailed 
instructions that left nothing 
to chance. For example: 


in Bygone Days 
Pioneering Spirit 


“ Mile 21.5. At the end of 
th e 
r o a d 
t u r n 
r i g h t 
ischoolhouse on the right, 
church on the left). 23. Turn 
off to the left with wires (old 
sign board on the right). 
24.7. Turn right with wires, 
passing on the left, after 
turn, large red barn marked 
J a me s 
W hite.” The only 
thing 
m issin g was the 
assurance. “ You can’t miss 
it.” 
With such directions, a 
navigator was essential, lest 
the driver meet disaster 
while 
t r y i ng to decide 
whether the next landmark 
was a red or white bam. 
When a wife saw duty as 
navigator, one commentator 
noted, 
there often were 
“ altercations, sulks, and 
tears.” There still are. 
In 1917, the “blazed trail” 
movement began. One map 
com pany painted colored 
bands on utility poles and 
advised motorists, “Follow 
the painted poles to your 
destination.” Others painted 
their own symbols or tacked 
up cardboard markers. An 
overburdened pole might 
carry 15 different symbols. 
Some of the symbols were 
informal. Mrs. Effie Price 
Gladding, author of “Across 
the Continent by the Lincoln 


Highway.” wrote tartly that 
"the trail across nevada 
could be marked by whisky 
bottles if by no other signs.” 
Perhaps the greatest boon 
to the bewildered motorist 
w-as the introduction of free 
road maps issued by oil com­ 
panies. Since the maps are 
designed mainly to guide 
motorists, they omit much of 
the political-geophysical 
data essential to the general 
reference maps produced by 
the National Geographic 
Society. 


The oil company maps 
started just 60 years ago, in 
1914, when the Gulf Oil CO. 
distributed 300,000 maps of 
New York, New Jersey and 
New England. 


Other companies got into 
the act, the competition was 
fierce, 
and charges of 
copying flew. Mapmakers 
began setting snares, known 
as thief catchers. They 
would deliberately insert 
errors 
on 
their maps, 
perhaps misspelling a place 
name, and if a rival’s maps 
showed the same mistakes, 
the thief was caught, 
But, 
since the public 
accepted the popular maps 
as gospel, this caused con­ 
fusion. 


FBI Refuses 
To Comment 
On Reports 


SAN FRANCISCO <UPI> 
— The F B I refused to com­ 
ment Monday on published 
reports indicating it had 
mishandled 
the 
investigation of the Patricia 
Hearst kidnaping 
Weekend 
newspaper 
reports disclosed the FBI 
knew the names of at least 
some of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army kidnapers 
within 24 hours of the Feb 4 
kidnaping and that cyanide 
bullets had been found in 
Miss Hearst’s apartment. 
The reports said the FBI 
knew two SLA members had 
accounts in a Berkeley bank 
but failed to notify local 
police, and the money was 
withdrawn three weeks after 
the abduction. 
Accounts 
of 
the 
investigation were published 
by 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner, the San Fran­ 
cisco 
Chronicle 
and the 
Chicago Tribune. 
Miss Hearst s father, Ran­ 
dolph A. Hearstn president 
and editor of the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner, said he first 
learned that investigators 
had found cyanide bullets in 
the apartment only Sunday. 
“ No, we were never infor­ 
med about that, not by 
anyone." Hearst said. “ We 
should have been told --of 
course we should have been 
told." 
Charles 
W. 
Bates, the 
agent who headed the FBI 
investigation since its begin­ 
ning, said: “ I cannot com­ 
ment specifically on things 
like that." 
He would say only that the 
FB I and other law enfor­ 
cement agencies “ have con­ 
ducted a thorough, com­ 
petent, 
complete 
and 
professional investigation." 
Bates denied that there 
had been any lack of coor­ 
dination between the FBI 
and local law enforcement 
agencies investigating the 
kidnaping. 


"As far as I am concerned, 
we are working closely with 
them and will continue todo 
so," Bates said. 


The new reports came as 
the hunt continued for Miss 
Hearst, 
now 
a 
self-proclaimed member of 
the SLA. She is wanted on 
more 
than 
20 
criminal 
charges, along with SLA 
members 
William 
.and 
Em ily Harris. They were 
last heard from in a tape 
recording delivered to a Los 
.Angeles radio station June 
7. 


Bates said the cyanide 
bullets, which were found 
hidden beneath a bookcase 
the day after the kidnaping, 
did not change the FB I’s 
belief that Miss Hearst was 
forcibly abducted and only 
changed 
her 
attitude to 
become a member of the 
SLA after she had 'been held 
for two months. 


“ All indications from wit­ 
nesses and everything else is 
that Patty was kidnaped 
from her apartment on the 
night of Feb. 4,” he said. 


The cyanide bullets were 
of the same type as used in

Unless ball bearings, heavy 
duty trucks and machine 
tools grab you, Minsk is not 
what you’d call a swinging 
town, but getting here can be 
an adventure. 
On the motorcade out of 
Yalta, the Russian limousine 
transporting 
Mrs. 
Nixon 
began belching black smoke, 
and the President’s lady had 
to switch to a spare car. 
On the flight to Minsk, the 
four-engined jet earning the 
bulk of the White House 
press corps lost power on 
one engine and wheezed and 
rocked 
about

ominous moments 30,000 feet, 
above the rolling farmlands 
of the Dneiper Valley. 
And the state guest house, 
where President Nixon was

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Another Anniversary Passes 
8,000 Per Day View the Peaceful Hills Where 7,000 Died 


GETTYSBURG. Pa. (AP) 
— They come from the North 
and South — like the armies 
which met here in 1883 — 
and from the West. 
They travel in cars, com- 
pers and buses along the 
same roads used by the 
Army of Northern Virginia 
and the Army of the 
Potomac as they converged 
on this crossroads town for 
what has been called the 
most crucial engagement in 
American history. 
Visitors to this site seven 
miles north of the Maryland 
border come at an average 
of 8.000 per day during June, 
July and August. In 1863:, 
97,000 Union and 75.000 Con­ 
federate troops fought the 
Battle of Gettysburg from 
July 1 through July 3. 
The visitors pour in, study 
the battle in buildings strad­ 
dled by large parking lots, 
move a 1 on g black topped 
walks and roads to stand 
where the soldiers stood, eat 
in air-conditioned restauran­ 
ts and sleep on clean sheets 
in modern motels. 
More than a century ago. 
Gen. Robert E. Lee’s army 
sidestepped the Union troops 
guarding Washington, mar­ 
ched into Pennsylvania on 
dusty roads and scoured the 
countryside for food and 
shoes. Some got within three 
miles of the state capital at 
Harrisburg. 35 mites north. 
When they reached Get­ 
tysburg with the dawn of 
July 1 breaking over the 
hills, most of the southern 
troops were coming from the 
northwest. The northern 
army, under the command 
of Gen.. George Gordon 
Meade, was moving up from 
the southeast. 
No one knew, then, how 
many soldiers would meet 
head-on in one of the Civil 
War’s bloodiest battles. 
No one will predict, now, 
horn' many visitors will eon- 
vere on Gettysburg this sum­ 
mer. Last year, during the 
three months, there were 
766.952, according to John 
Arnold, a supervisor for the 
National Park Service here. 
On July 1, 2 and 3. 1973, 
there were 34.490 visitors, 
almost 11.500 a day, and on 
July 4 there were an 
estimated 17.700. 
“I expect we’ll get a heavy 
visitation this summer 
because we’ re close to major 
metropolitan areas,”' Arnold 
said.Last year, a thousand 
uniformed men reenacted 
one of the battle scenes. No 
such dramas are planned 
this year although there will

be smaller events during the 
first week of July climaxed 
by a parade on July 6. 
Special events aren’t 
necessary to attract visitors 
They come because the bat­ 
tle is an important segment 
of America's past; because 
it is relatively recent histor 
and the coutryside has 
changed little in 111 years, 
.and because it is carefully 
maintained and easy to 
reach. 
Lee and Meade knew too 
that an important event was 
approaching but they didn’t 
plan to match forces at Get­ 
tysburg. Lee’s goal was to 
overru,n major northem 
cities such as Philadelphia, 
to take Baltimore and push 
through W ashington. 


Meade’s Union troops were 
sliding northward, forming a 
buffer between the Con­ 
federates and Washington, 
Pennsylvania Governor 
Andrew' G. Curtin was con­ 
vinced that his state capital 
was the southern objective. 
He tried to raise a militia but 
had little success until late 
June New York state filled 
the gap with 28 regiments of 
state guard who arrived bet­ 
ween June 15 and July 3. 
Now they come from 
Missouri, Ohio, New' Jersey, 
New York, Michigan, 
Maryland, Illinois and 
dozens of other states to see 
what transpired here. 
They see a 39-square mile 
battlefield worth more than 
$100 million and containing 


415 mounted guns and 845 
monuments. 
They stand quietly, talking 
almost in, whispers as they 
read the monuments and 
gaze across the open fields 
from the Union lines on 
Cemetery Ridge to the Con­ 
federate lines on Seminary 
Ridge, almost a mile away. 
‘‘Look, George,” says the 
woman from a car with 
Missouri plates. “It savs 
here that this artillery 
brigade had three officers 
and 24 men killed right 
here.” 
The woman glanced at the 
ground, cast a sad look 
across the field and moved 
on to the next monument. 
There were 1.600 dead or 
wounded men for everv 


square mile of the bat­ 
tlefield; one out of every 
four who fought here was 
killed or wounded. 
The statistics: killed — 
3.155 Union. 3,903 Con­ 
federate; wounded — 14,529 
Union. 18.735 Confederate; 
missing — 5,365 Union. 5.425 
Confederate. 
Ten leading generals, six 
of them from the South, were 
killed or died of wounds. 
The fight hurt Lee s army 
so badly that he never again 
mounted a major offensive. 
It took almost seven weeks 
to transport some 5.000 
wounded men from both 
armies away from Get­ 
tysburg. More than eight 
months passed before the 
last of the dead were 


removed from shallow 
graves and trenches for 
proper burials. 
The Union dead are buned 
in the National Cemetery on 
the battlefield; the Con­ 
federate dead were taken 
home in the 1870s. It’s quiet 
here now. as it was when 
Abraham Lincoln delivered 
his now famous address four 
months after the battle. 
A boy from New York 
listens intently as his father 
points across the fields — 
still planted in farm crops — 
where the last Confederate 
effort came on July 3. 
Through a mile of open 
territory on that afternoon 
came Maj, Gen George E. 
Pickett and 15.000 southern 
troops, bent on breaking the 


back of the Union line. 
Pickett's Charge followed a 
two-hour cannon duel bet­ 
ween 140 Confederate field 
pieces and 80 northern guns. 
When the guns ceased. 
Pickett rode out and 
shouted: “Forward, guide 
center, march."

Boys-Only Science Camp Draws 
Criticism From Several States 


BARTOW’, W.Va. (AP) - 
The National Youth Science 
Camp, begun 12 years ago 
partly to help improve West 
Virginia’s sagging national 
image, is having image 
problems of its own 
In an age when girls do 
quite well as Little League 
pitchers, the National Youth 
Science Camp is for boys 
only. 
Camp officials admit that 
the all-male policy raised 
eyebrow's in some states, 
each of which is asked to 
send its two brightest scien­ 
ce students to the three week 
camp 
for high school 
graduates. 
“Most of the states asked 
us about it — in varying 


details,” said Rick Morgan, 
who handles publicity for the 
camp. 
“But 
when we

reason, they understood — 
for the most part.” 
Morgan says the all-male 
policy is necessary because 
of the camp's facilities. “We 
are unable to have females 
because of the barracks 
arrangement,” he said. 'The

Monongahela National For­ 
est, has four 1930s-era bar­ 
racks. Each houses 25 cam­ 
pers and four staff mem­ 
bers.One state apparently not

self a former camper, said 
Wisconsin officials decided 
not to send anyone to the 
camp this year because of 
the males-only policy.

“We really are 
interested in honoring and 
promoting females who are 
science oriented.” 
Morgan said officials rea­ 
soned that because only 
about 10 per cent of the 
nation’s work force is 
women, then that would be 
the approximate percentage 
of girls appointed to the 
science camp. He said that 
with 10 girls housed in one of 
the barracks, the other three 
would be overcrowded. He 


; 


said the same overcrowding 
would apply to one of the two 
bathhouses. 
Asked if he didn’t think the1 
governors of the states 
would likely appoint as 
many girls as boys. Morgan 
replied: “If that were the 
case, we would actually be 
depriving 40 boys of atten­ 
ding camp instead of dis­ 
criminating 
against 
10 
girls.” 
“Philosophically, 
were 
very much in favor of having 
a separate but equal camp 
for girls,” said Morgan. He 
noted that a survey among 
the male campers each year 
showed that most — 95 per 
cent — of the campers would 
prefer to keep the science 
camp all male.

It took me years to acquire

When I took a vacation trip 
through France a couple of 
years ago. I devoted most 
mealtimes to sampling the 
delightful fungi dishes of 
that land. They ranged from 
mushroom 
omelets 
for 
breakfast 
to 
mushrooms 
poached in thick country 
cream 
for 
lunch 
and 
mushrooms flamed in cog­ 
nac for supper. 
There were many other 
variations, of course. For 
instance, there is that mag­ 
nificent specialty known as 
Duxelles, named after the 
Marquis 
d’Uxelle, 
an 
18th-century 
noblemañ 
whose chef dreamed up the 
dish. It consists of chopped 
mushrooms and shallots or 
onions slowly cooked in but­ 
ter until the moisture has 
evaporated. The preparation 
is great added to sauce or 
used 
as 
a 
stuffing for 
chicken or fish 
The French are said to 
have 
been 
the 
first to 
popularize the custom of 
eating mushrooms raw in 
salads, dressed with olive 
oil, wine vinegar and fresh 
herbs. One inn I visited out­ 
side 
Paris 
served 
raw 
mushrooms with strips of 
turkey, cheese and tongue, 
somewhat like our chef's 
salad. 
Americans seem to think, 
the best mushrooms are 
those with the largest caps. 
But, unless you want a 
couple of big tops to garnish 
a steak, the small button 
ones are just as good. 
The mushroom is one of 
the few foods that has vir­ 
tually no waste. Contrary’ to 
popular belief in some quar­ 
ters. the stem is just, as tasty 
as the cap. though a little 
less tender. And to peel a 
cultivated mushroom is a 
wasteful and unnecessary’ 
practice. 
The caps have an added 
virtue, incidentally. They

THE STORY OF THE FJORDS 


Three things are needed to ere ale a fiord: a mountain range, a 
river bed — and an Ice A ge. These three elements came together 
in Norway a million years ago, geologically speaking quite recently 
in contrast with the earth’s age ot tour and a halt billion years. 
Near the coast the ice cap was relatively thin. Farther inland its 
ihickness increased, and its weight assumed enormous proportions. 
Thus, where rivers had already dug valleys, it continued to burrow 
deeper and deeper — sometimes as lar beneath sea leve! as the 
harder rock mountains towered above it. At the coast, however, 
the pressure of the ice was relatively, lighter and this accounts for 
the shallowness of the fjord mouths — this threshold may be only 
500 feet beneath sea level, while in the interior the fjord might be 
4.000 feet deep. 
As the icecap retreated, saltwater was let in to fill the enormous 
basins up to sea level — and this salinity, in combination with the 
olfshore blessing of the Gulf Stream, is responsible for the fact 
that the fjords never freeze, except in their remotest branches. 
But the icecap has not completely vanished. It remains in the form 
of the big glaciers that constitute Norway's big reservoir ge ne ­ 
rating the waterfalls which are harnessed to provide the power 
for the country's industries.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Secretary

Howard Callaway Monday 
declared the all volunteer 
Army “a great success” in 
meeting its personnel goal in 
the first full year without a 
draft law 
Callaway called a news 
conference to announce that 
the Army reached 783,000 
men and women as of Sun­ 
day, the end of the 1972 fiscal 
year. This is about 1,500 over 
the objective. 
“Our quality is good, ... 
our combat readiness is up, 
we are on target with streng­ 
th, and our disciplinary rate 
is within acceptable limits.” 
Callaway 
said. 
“These 
accomplishments are clear 
evidence that the volunteer 
army does work.” 
He 
acknowledged 
that 
there are still many doub­ 
ters in Congress, but that 
some of them are 'being won 
over by the Army’s perfor­ 
mance In recruiting volun­ 
teers. 
Last 
winter, 
Chile, way 
predicted the Army might, 
fall short by as many as 
20,000 men at the end of the 
first year without the draft. 
The Army began to show 
marked, gains in the spring 
and exceeded its monthly 


quotas for the first time this 
year in 
May and June. 
Callaway reported that the 
Army took in almost 26,000 
new soldiers and some 2,000 
with prior service during 
June. 
About 67 per cent of the 
June 
recruits 
were high 
school graduates, Callaway 
said. 
Congress, 
worried 
about the possibility of an 
Army of low standards, has 
decreed that at least 55 per 
cent of all recruits be high 
school graduates. 
The Army ended the year 
with blacks making up about 
20.8 per cent of its personnel, 
up about 4 to 5 per cent. 
However,

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Rookies, Free Agents Are Key to NFL Players' Strike 


WASHINGTON <AP) - 
Hookies and free agents 
appear to be the key to 
whether the National Foot­ 
ball 
League 
Players 
Association strike, begun 
Monday, will be a success or 
failure. 
Union president Bill Curry 
of the Houston Oilers told a 
news conference that the 
association was “surprised 
and disappointed” that the” 
owners would permit the 
strike to occur instead of . 
negotiating a new contract 
that would give the players 


the freedom they demand. 
“As long as they believe 
they can play the exhibition 
games with rookies, they 
don't want to negotiate,” 
said Curry. “I can’t see the 
fans going for that.” 
A spokesman for the NFL 
Management 
Council, 
bargaining agent for the 
owners, said in Newr York 
that the Council’s Executive 
Committee has been given 
the power to decide whether 
or not the exhibition season 
will be played without the 
striking players. 


“There has been no firm 
decision on the exhibition 
season as yet,” said the 
spokesman “but we are 
leaning toward pursuing our 
business and our business 
includes exhibition games ” 
The spokesman said there 
is now wav of telling at 
present how many rookies 
and free agents will cross 
picket lines to go to camp, 
but he emphasized that 
management depends on the 
exhibition season for most., if 
not all, of its profits for the 
entire campaign. 


“This is a point we’ve been 
trying to make over and 
over,” he said “You can t 
split out the exhibition 
season. It’s all part of the 
whole financial picture.” 
Ed 
Garvey, 
Players 
Association executive direc­ 
tor. said he did not think the 
playing of rookies and free 
agents would affect the 
strike much but said he 
thought that if they didn't go 
to camp, “they could help us 
be successful earlier.” 
The players union announ­ 
ced that it had filed unfair 


labor 
practice charges 
against the club owners in 
Minneapolis, site of its legal 
counsel, “for their refusal to 
bargain in good faith and for 
the efforts to undermine the 
union.” 
Garvey said the charges 
were filed because, among 
other things, the club owners 
are 
“recruiting 
strike 
breakers” in an effort to kill 
the union effort. He referred 
to the signing of rookies and 
free agents. 
“Coaches are in a peculiar 


position,” he said. “They are 
being asked to forget about 
the season and winning a 
championship and are being 
told to concentrate on 
rookies and free agents to 
break the union.” 
The 
union 
also sent 
telegrams to rookies who are 
scheduled to attend the 
preseason training camps of 
San Diego, Dallas, Houston 
and Miami, all of which are 
scheduled to open this week. 
“NFL Players now on 
strike,” the message savd. 


“As an NFL player, we 
expect you to honor the 
picket line. Strongly suggest 
vou remain home until stnke 
is settled.” 
Responding to the union’s 
suit. 
John 
Thompson, 
executive director of the 
Management Council, said 
“The substenee of the 
union’s charge is nonsense. 
The union’s definition of 
meaningful bargaining is 
total acceptance of its 
demands.

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Sports Today 


By MELVIN DURSLAG 
You possibly noticed the' other day that the World 
Football League ventured forth with another dramatic 
rule change. 
It declared, beginning this season, that a touch- 
down would be worth seven points and that the placek- 
ick would be eliminated for conversions. 
For the eighth point, teams will run or pass from 
the 2V2-yard line. 
You can't criticize this innovation, because up until 
now, the dullest play in pro football, next to the quar­ 
terback's taking the snap and falling down purposely, 
has been the extra point by foot. 
One season, teams made good on this type of 
conversion more than 99 per cent of the time. Any 
scoring play this automatic has no place in sports. 
This year, of course, the National League has 
moved its goal posts 10 yards back, which will make 
field goals more difficult, but scarcely will affect con­ 
versions. 


ADDED FACTOR 
For suspense and excitement, the kick never will 
replace the run or pass in pursuit of the extra point. 
And dropping the kick also will result in fewer ties, 
making the need for sudden death a rarity. 
But the actual rule change by the WFL is incidental 
in the context of the total picture, which is beginning to 
show that the new league, for all its handicaps, is 
trying seriously, 
The WFL is under-financed, in some cases criti­ 
cally. It has few players of consequence for 1974. 
Some of its members are consigned to shabby stadia. 
And costs are rising for them as they are for their 
wealthier neighbors in the National League. 
But the new league is still making noise and start­ 
ing to create pesty problems for its rivals. The salary 
scale is going bananas. Lawyers are taking fortunes 
from 'both sides. Expansion decisions are treacherous. 
In view of the troubles besetting them, the Nation­ 
al League owners now need a disagreement with the 
Players Association like they need a hole on their 50- 
yard line. 
"What the players don't seem to understand," 
says Carroll Rosenbloom, the proprietor of the Los An­ 
geles Rams, "is that if you weaken the structure of the 
league, you weaken it for the players as well as for the 
owners." 
The point he makes is, if the WFL is left to run 
with the ball, unopposed because of a National League 
strike, no possible good can come to NFL athletes. 
As you no doubt have read, the two sides are a t . 
odds more over what is known as the freedom issues' 
than they are over matters dealing with financial ben­ 
efits. 


The freedom' issues embrace option clauses, the Ro- 
zelle Rule (just compensation for players jumping to 
other clubs), waiver definitions, power of the commis­ 
sioner, and items of similar character. 
Of the 1,040 players who perform in the National 
League, only a small percentage is deeply concerned 
with the so-called freedom issues. 
The nature of pro sports is such that athletes are 
interested mostly in immediate benefits to themselves. 
Their cycle is short. They must grab while they 
can. Those playing today aren't worried about making 
a better life for rookies in 1980. 
If the players were genuinely concerned with free­ 
dom issues and the like, why would so many have 
vaulted to the new league, which promises nothing ex­ 
cept money? 
Money is real and it is immediate. To the player, 
here today and vanished tomorrow, this is the name of 
the game. 
Still, the owners must not assume that just because 
only a handful is pushing the freedom issues that the 
other, however grudgingly, won't keep the faith in case 
of a strike. 


EXPECTING THE PLAYERS TO PLAY 
Some NFL owners are winking knowlingly and as­ 
suring you that when the paychecks stop coming for a 
lot of the players, and the old ladies are badgering 
them for money, they will be all to happy to return to 
the nest. 
But this is the kind of thinking that deluded the 
baseball owners a while back. The overwhelming major­ 
ity of players hated the strike and resented losing mon­ 
ey, but they held the line, propelled by a peculiar cam- 
eraderie in which each found comfort in the misery of 
the other. 
Thus, the baseball season didn't open until May, 
instead of the first week in April, and everyone lost. 
Unless both sides bend, the football principals will 
take a beating, too.

And a youth who said he 
was the last one out alive in 
the blaze early Sunday mor­ 
ning declared: “The place 
was packed, you couldn't 
move inside . . . You had to 
elbow your way through the 
people.” 
“ 'This is what it's like to 
die,' I thought to myself.” 
added 
20-year-old 
Jeff 
Be vino of Stamford, Conn. 
“ ‘It’s all over.’ I knew?' I 
couldn't make it any fur­ 
ther.” 
Some 36 hours after the 
blaze, only 12 of the victims 
had been identified, their 
ages ranging f rom late teens 
to late 20s. Some of the 
bodies were so charred that 
anguished parents were not 
allowed to view them, even 
as a means toward iden­ 
tifying them.

BUENOS AIRES, Argen­ 
tina (AP) — Isabel Peron 
became 
Argentina's 
president Monday after the 
death of her husband, but the 
nation was worried about the
